There was 
an explosion in LaSalle, and 
about thirty people died. 
Scores were injured, and near- 
by hospitals were filled to ca- 
pacity with casualties.

Yet, it is touching in 
that it has revealed the com- 
passionate side of what we 
usually consider to be our

ciety". Hundreds of volun- 
teers poured into the area 
some from as far away as 
Champlain, New York, and 
rescue operations were effi- 
ciently organized and carried 
out. Clothing, food, money, 
shelter, comfort all were of 
fer'ed to the homeless by pri 



vate individuals and many or- 
ganizations. 

The girls of Macdonald Col 
lege responded to the appeal 
for aid, and everyone was vis- 
ited by canvassers on Monday 
night. Instigated by Gail Godin, 
this effort has collected $34 
from Stewart Hall, and $57 
from Laird Hall to date. Cre- 
dit is due to those girls who 
gave unselfishly of their time, 
effort and money. Someone in 
need will benefit from the fact 
that they took time out to care.

Our Coffee Shop A Disgrace

It is very rarely that we feel it necessary 
to unconditionally discredit any organiza- 
tion or function on this campus; however, for 
the reasons outlined below, it is now felt 
totally necessary to act in this fashion in 
respect to the Coffee Shop. 

Last Friday, on Royal Day, our coffee 
shop had the odious distinction of showing 
itself as the WORST portion of Macdonald 
College on display. For hours there was a 
line stretching half way down the coffee 
shop from the service area. The television 
blared and the Jute box screemed, the toast 
was rubbery and the rest of the food - Just 
passable, not to mention the service condi- 
tions, which were deplorable. Our coffee 
shop offered as much relaxation and atmos- 
phere as a dive in the middle of the worst 
slum of any big city. 

These circumstances, however, are not un- 
usual; they occur every day at noon, and some- 
times even before and afterward. 

Last year, $50,000 was spent to, "improve 
the facilities of the coffee shop and the recrea 
tion centre". This objective was dubiously 
fulfilled by moving the facilities to the base- 
ment of the new dining room, placing the 
operation under the Administration, and re-, 
cently, the management under the dining 
room. 

Below, we will try to cover the essential 
points that are necessary to incorporate in 
order to deem this functional portion of our 
college better than a hoval. 

FIRST:- Why is it, that self- service centers 
anywhere, always places ONE person at the 
cash register to take the cash and sell the 
prepared items, - except ours? This facility 
is also usually placed at the exit end of the 
counter, not in the center. This change has 
been suggested MORE THAN ONCE to the 
management by Student's Council - so far 
they have received no word of encourage- 



FOURTH:- This hovel offers as much at- 
mosphere as a dirty dive on lower St. Law- 
rence Main, with its Jaundice yellow walls 
and its cheap neon red, turquoise and sick 
yellow shutters, a public, blaring television 
and screaming Juke box. Along with many 
others I know, I am ashamed to bring my 
relatives down there when they visit. 

We would like to remind the persons in 
charge that the caterers are not elementary 
school children from cheap homes, but stu- 
dents of an academic institution of higher 
learning. With certain apprehensions, we are 
relying on the presence of sufficient insight 
in the management to realize what changes 
are necessary here. However, for safety's 
sake, we will include a few subtle hints: 

- a dance hall is a dance hall, and a coffee 
shop is a coffee shop, - separate them per- 
manently! 

- the same applies to the "television room" . 

- close the area off I 

- paint the walls and decore, - don't disfigure 
them I 

FIFTH:- after constant use, it is usually 
found that the equipment and facilities re 
quire repair. In most cases, these repairs 
are promptly accomplished, and the cost is 
placed on the ledgers under "upkeep". The 
reasons behind such action are two-fold: 
first, it improves the appearance; second, 
it saves much greater expense at a later 
time. We have described this procedure 
rather fully because it is obvious that the 
management's thinking processes were ar- 
rested before reaching this stage. 

- Fix your tables and chairs - they're dis-

As we hcTve pointed out before, these are 
essential changes that are necessary; not 
requests. For this reason, this editorial 
board unconditionally supports any demon- 
strations by the students, (excluding those

A PLEA FOR RATIONAL ACTION 



The administration of Mac- 
donald College has decided 
this year to abolish the prac 
tice of allowing resident stu- 
dents to choose the roomsthey 
would prefer to occupy during 
the following school year. Ac- 
cording to the grapevine the 
reason for this change of pol- 
icy are: (1) - to split the 
classes (Phys. Eds. were the 
ones mentioned) and to dis- 
tribute the members through- 
out the residence, (2) - to 
place little sisters or junior 
counsellees neartheir big sis- 
ters or big brothers, and (3)- 
to distribute the juniors and 
seniors around the residence 
in order to encourage the low- 
erclassmen to study more. 

If the reason behind this 
move is to distribute a class 
throughout the residence, why 
not have rooms designated ac- 
cording to years and possibly 
even courses, and allow the 
members of the different 



classes to choose which of 
these rooms they would indi 
vidually prefer. This sounds 
like a great deal of work but 
after the initiation of such a 
plan a room designated for a 
particular course or year 
could remain as such in the 
future. 

The idea of placing junior 
counsellees near their big 
sisters or brothers is ridicul- 
ous and as far as I am con- 
cerned downright impossible. 
Most big sisters or brothers 
have more than one counsel- 
lee as well as a roomate who 
is in a similar situation. The 
only way this plan would be 
feasible would be to give a 
freshman a roomate who had 
the same big brother or sister. 
But then there is the problem 
of what to do with the 
roomate' s counsellees and 
what if the counsellees do not 
room together in second year. 
This would quickly become a 



case of mass confusion and in- 
numerable headaches which 
would be magnified instead of 
lessened. 

The third reason that has 
been voiced is that by spread - 
ing the juniors and seniors 
around the residence they will 
have a quieting effect on lo- 
werclassmen. Now, as any 
honest resident of this college 
knows there is not an ounce 
of truth in this statement. Up 
perclassmen make just as 
much if not more noise than 
the members of lower years 
and are often more inclined 
to be instigators of or par 
ticipants in any devilment 
which takes place. 

I believe that even if they are 
determined to put this plan 
through it could be handled 
better. Those who knew about 
the plan were led to believe 
that no one would be allowed 
to state the room they pre - 
ferred. This has not, how- 
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ever, been the case. Amongst 
those who have already put 
down their deposits some have 
been allowed to say which 
room they wanted, some only 
the floor, some just the sec- 
tion ( e.g. old or new wing 
in Laird) and some not any 
of these - just that they wanted 
a room. If this plan is to be 
carried through satisfactorily 
then every student must be 
treated equally and without 
discrimination.

SGWU Protests 

MONTREAL (CUP) 
Twenty six members of the 
administration and faculty of 
Sir George Williams Univer- 
sity last week signed a peti- 
tion protesting United States 
policy in Vietnam and urging 
the Canadian government to 
play a leading role in the 
initiation of peace talks. 

The petitioners supported 
Prime Minister Pearson' sex- 
pression of concern regard- 
ing America's recent strategy 
in Vietnam, and urged the Ca- 
nadian government to use its 
membership in the Inter- 
national Control Commission 
in Vietnam to stimulate the 
organization of peace talks. 

Nos Surplus 

OTTAWA (CUP) Reports 
last fall that qualified ap- 
plicants to Canadian medical 
schools are being turned down 
by the hundreds were largely 
unfounded, an Association of 
Canadian Medical Colleges 
study revealed last month. 

After a study of applicants 
to four Ontario schools and a 
canvass of medical schools in 
other provinces, investigators 
concluded that there is no real 



surplus of qualified applicants 
for the study of medicine at the 
present time. 

In addition to requirements 
of admission to medical school 
recorded in the calendars, 
however, each school has cer- 
tain "working rules*' by which 
applicants are appraised. The 
study revealed that few re- 
jected applicants measuring 
up to these informal yard 
sticks and that in fact schools 
were accepting some appli- 
cants that did not meet their 
minimal informal standards. 

The working rules for ad- 
mission take into account na- 
tionality, age, type of work 
taken, the institution in which 
the degree was gained, and 
interviews and recommenda- 
tions. While a bachelor's 
degree may be specified on 
the calendar, a "b" average 
may be required for success 
ful application. 

McMaster 
Abroad 

HAMILTON (CUP) —Stu- 
dents ai McMaster University 
will be able to study in Africa 
and Formosa this summer 
while earning credits for a 
degree. 

McMaster is planning two 
overseas summer schools, 
one in Africa and one in the 
Far East. The courses can be 
taken for credit towards a de- 
gree or as a supplement to an 
existing degree or for general 
interest. Both schools will be 
conducted for periods of six 
weeks. 

The African school, to be 
held in Salisbury, Rhodesia, 
will offer courses in introduc- 
tory sociology and the geo- 
graphy of sub-Saharan Africa. 

The far Eastern school to 
be held in Hong Kong, will 
offer courses on the geography 
of China, the economic his 
tory of the Far East and com- 
parative religion. 

Campus Record 

OTTAWA (CUP) — An eight 
year old Hoi stein cow at the 



Univeristy of British cColum- 
bia, mother of a bull named 
for the campus newspaper, 
the Ubyssey, this month was 
pronounced Canadian milk 
producing champion. 

Agnes River dene Magic, 
mother of Ubyssey Magic So 
vereign, produced 32,764 
pounds of milk on 305 suc- 
cessive days of twice daily 
milkings. Agnes if the first 
Canadian cow to top 30,000 
pounds in this period. 

Most cows quit after 315 
days. However, Agnes con- 
tinued to produce yielding a 
365 day total of 37,406 pounds 
of milk, an average of 102 
pounds or 44 quarts of milk 
daily, with a one day peak of 
136.5 pounds. 

Agnes, who weighs only 
1,575 pounds, is now dry and 
awaiting the birth of her sixth 
calf. 

Coeducation 

ATLANTIC CITY (CUP CPS) 
— The percentage of women 
students earning college de- 
degrees is decreasing, ac- 
cording to reports given sep 
arately at the annual conven 
tion of The AmericanAssocia- 
tion of School Administrators 
last week. 



Corma A. Mowrey, associate 
direcior of Lay Relations of 
the National Education Asso- 
ciation, noted that 39% of 1963 
college graduates were wo- 
men. This was a smaller ratio 
than in either 1940 or 1930. 

The decline is even sharper 
in fields of graduate study, 
she said. The proportion of 
women earning Master's de- 
grees was only 31 per cent in 
1963, as compared to 38 per 
cent in 1940 and 40 per cent 
in 1930. The number of women 
earning doctorates today has 
more than tripled since 1930, 
but the number of men in doc- 
toral studies has increased 
more than five-fold.

There is little doubt that 
the U.N. has served and is 
still serving a useful purpose 
in a variety of different 
spheres, such as food and 
agriculture, international avi- 
ation, shipping, andcommuni 
cations, to name but a few. 

It is also true to say that 
this organization provides a 
congenial atmosphere in which 
and a conference table at which 
international affairs may be 
debated.

And while the Afro Colonial- 
ists (if I may coin a phrase) 
like Mr. Gebenye create ha- 
voc and injury? No voice is 
raised against Communist 
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Where Next?

by their governments to in- 
stigate moves they themselves 
abhor for various diplomatic 
and factu^^l reasons. There 
might be a brotherly under- 
standing in New York, but 
"politics is polities'' and if 
anyone honestly believes that 
the Nkrumahs, Francos, Nas- 
sers and Castros of this world 
are going to pass up political 
jaggling or are prepared to 
lose face on an issue because 
their representative at the 
U.N. regards it expedient, they 
need only take a close look 
at the happenings of the last 
few years to be disillusioned.

How can we hope for it 
to survive if already, after 
only nineteen years, one mem- 
ber has left (irrespective of 
the fact that its premier is 
prone to act irrationally)? An 
organization like this requires 
that its members honour the 
agreements and, allowing for 
political manoeuvring, at least 
play the game in part. Unfortu- 
nately these days few play the 
same game - some cricket, 
some poker.

The Beginning 

Throughout history men 
have attempted to establish a 
date for the 'Great ion' as found 
in Genesis. In 1662 John Light- 
foot announced that creation 
took place in the month of 
October between the 18 and 
24th in the year of 4004 BBC. 
Adam by his calculations was 
made at 9 A.M. on October 
the 23rd. At that time people 
felt he was generous in his 
calculations, today he is con- 
sidered to have erred greatly. 

But, we must ask ourselves 
to what extent the 'creation^ 
story is scientific fact and to 
what extent it is allegorical 
It has been suggested that the 
six days are six periods of 
time of great length or six 
geological periods. Therefore 
it can be easily seen that ' day' 
is used to indicate the passage 
of 24 hours or some greater 
period of time. In Hebrew the 
word day is used in the latter 
sense and since the original 
documents were in this lan- 
guage we can only accept this 
meaning. 

Though there are many 
words that can be shown to be 
similarly construed the read 
er must decide from context 
if he is in historical or poetic 
country. The writer of these 
early records is acknowledged 
to be Moses. In these early 
chapters he sets out to con- 
vey a basic fact: that God 
created ever)^hing. Many ask 
' If God created everything, 
who created God?' This 
school boy question is met by 
the Bible which shows that God 
is self existant - he never was 
created. - . . ^ . 

Scientific thought does not 
have the answer. Today the 
study of cosmology attempts to 
deal with the appearance of the 
galazies. These studies point 
to a definite beginning but none 
can adequately supply the 
'start' for the whole process. 
Astronomers do not know 
where the matter of the uni- 
verse came from they only 
deal with the mechanics by 
which it reached its present 
state. This is where Genesis 
supplies the correct response 
and cosmologists cannot re- 
fute but only support the fact 
that 'In the beginning God 
created heaven and earth'.
